MORE ABOUT THE EMERGENCY BUILDING TEMPERATURE 
RESTRICTIONS LAW 

Tenants of buildings (rooms) covered by 
these regulations who have control of 
temperature control devices such as wall 
thermostats and window air conditioners 
are required to maintain such devices at the 
levels required by the regulations. Failure 
to comply with these restrictions is a 
violation subject to penalties. 

In case you haven't been keeping up 
with the regulations, the heating season 
temperature is 65 degrees maximum; cooling 
season temperature is 78 degrees minimum. 

We are required by law to certify and 
post a notice in each building, listing 
exceptions, if any.. Exceptions are also 
spelled out by law. If you have a problem 
please call Jim Hull, ext.
